The Democrats only 
had fourteen opportunities to applaud. It 
was apparent before the end of the first 
roll call that they werfa defeated. Their 
disappointment was manifest on their 
facea, while the countenances of the Re- 
publicans were correspondingly 
Joyful 


over tha victory. 


When Mr. Boutelle of Maine ascertained

VOLUNTEERS.

That I have been a candidate 
for United States Senator may subject 
this action on my part to misconstruc- 
tion, so I beg to announce my witih- 
drawal from the Senatorial race. To 
the many Republicans who have given 
me their support, I offer my hearty 
thanks and most grateful acknowledg- 
ments." 
Genera>l Wallace does not seem to 


be speaking unadvisedly. It is known 
that he recently addressed a letter to 
the President making a tender of his 
services, and it is believed that he re- 
ceived a fa-vorable answer a/nd 'assur- 
ance that he would be appointed to a 
position commensurate with his tal- 
ents and with his distinguished serv- 
ices in the war of the rebellion. A» the

Electricity and Friction. 


A recent accident in London has called 


attention to a hitherto little suspected 
source of danger—that attending fric- 
tion or rubbing of any kind in th neigh- 
borhood of Inflammable vapor. Rub- 
bing often generates elestricity, and the 
minutest of electric sparks, too small 
to be seen or even to betray Itself by 
the slightest snapping or crackling, 
'may set fire to a vapor. In the case 
alluded to, a spark from the friction of 
a hairdresser's hand'on a patron's head 
set fire to the vapors of a hair-wash 
containing kerosene. Lord Kelvin, re- 
ferring to the subject shortly after the 
accident, spoke warmly of the readi- 
ness with which combustible gas and 
air mixtures are ignited by even very 
faint electric sparks. He said:
